"If measures can mold governments, and 
if an uncontrolled power of construction is 
surrendered to those who administer them, 
tbeir progress may be easily foreseen, and 
their end easily foretold. A lover of mon- 
archy, who opens the treasures of corruption 
by distributing emolument among devoted 
partisans, may at the same time be approach, 
ing his object and deluding the people with 
professions of republicanism. He may con- 
found monarchy and republicanism, by the 
art of definition. He may varnish over the attempt to 



dexterity which ambition never fails to dis 
play, with the pliancy of language, the se- 
duction of expediency, or the prejudices of 
the time*; and be may come at length to 
avow, that so extensive a territory as that of 
the United States can only be governed by 
the energies of monarchy; that it can not be 
defended, except by standing armies; and 
that it can not be united, except by consoli- 
dation. 

"Measures have already been adopted 
which m»y lead to these consequences. — 
They consist — 

"In fiscal systems and arrangements, 
which keep a host of commercial and 
wealthy individuals embodied, and obedi- 
ent to the mandates of the treasury — 

"In armies and navies, which will, on the 
one hand, enlist the tendency of man to 
pay homage to his fellow-creature who can 
feed or honor him; and on the other, em- 
ploy the principle of fear, by punishing im- 
aginary insurrections, under the pretext of 
preventive justice — . 

"In swarms of officers, civil and military, 
who can inculcate political tenets tending to 
consolidation and mooarcny, both by in- 
dulgence and severities, and can act as spies 
over the 'ree exercise of human reason — 

"In restraining the freedom of the press, 
and investing the Executive with legisla- 
tive, executive and judicial powers over a 
numerous body of men; — 

"And that we may shorten the catalogue, 
in establishing, by successive precedent.}, 
such a mode of construing the Constitution 
as will rapidly remove every restraint upon 
Federal poweL 

"Let history be consulted; let the man of 
experience reflect; nay, let the artificers of 
monarchy be asked what further materials 
they can need for building up their favorite 
system."

Important from the South. 
The Minion of Alexander H. Stephens to 
Washington. — The Object of it Officially Ex- 
plained — It has no Political Aspect — Sim- 
ply in the Interestof Humanity— Instructions 
from Jefferson Davis— Stephens's Reply, <fc. 

From the Richmond papers of the 13th 
and 14th, just received, we compile the fol-r 
lowing interesting extracts: 

Richmond, 2d July, 1868. 
Hon. A. H. Stephens, Richmond, Va.: 

Sib: Having accepted your patriotic offer 
to proceed, as a military Commissioner, un- j 
der a flag of truoe, to Washington, you will 
receive herewith your authority to the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Army and Navy of 
the United States. 

This letter is signed by me as Commander- 
in-Chief of the Confederate land and naval 
forses. 

Ton will perceive, from the terms of the 
letter, that it is so worded as to avoid any 
political difficulties in its reception. Intend- 
ed exclusively as one of those communica- 
tions between belligerents which public law 
recoaniEes as necessary and proper between 
hostile forces, care has been taken to give no 
pretext for refusing to receive it on the 
ground that it would involve a tacit recog- 
nition of the independence of the Confeder 
acy. t 

Your mission Is simply one of human 
and has no political aspect. 

If objection is made to receiving your 
letter on the ground that it is not addressed 
to Abraham Lincoln, as President, instead 
of Commander-in-chief, &c, then you will 
present the duplicate letter, which is address- 
ed to him as President, and signed by me as 
President. To this letter, objection may be 
made on the ground that I am not recog- 
nized to be President of the Confederacy . — 
In this event yon will decline any further 
confer on the subject of your 



mission, as such conference is admissible 
only on the footing of perfect equality 



o'clock M. on that day, I directed Lieu ten 
ant Davidson again to speak the gunboat on 
guard, and to hand to the officer in command 
another note to the Admiral. This was 
done. A copy of the note is appended, 
marked C. At half-past two o'clock P. M.

bearing the answer from the Admiral to my 
nota to him of tha 4th.

The other boat bore the answer of Lien- 
tenant Colonel W. H. Ludlow to my note of 
the 4th, addressed to the officer in command 
at Fortress Monroe. A copy of this is an- 
nexed, marked E. Lieutenant Colonel Lud- 
low also came up in person in the boat that 
brought his answer to me, and conferred 
with Colonel Ould on board the Torpedo, 
upon some matters he desired to see him 
about in connection with the exchange of 
prisoners. From the papers appended, em 
bracing the correspondence referred to, it 
will be seen that the mission failed from the 
refusal of the enemy to receive or entertain 
it, holding the proposition for such a confer- 
eoce "inadmissable." 

The influence and views that led to this 
determination, after so long a consideration 
of the subject, must be left to conjecture.— 
The reason assigned for the refusal by the 
United States Secretary of War, to wif: 
Ity, tnat " tho customary agents and channels" 
! are considered adequate for all needful mili- 
: tary "communications and conferences," to 
; one acquainted with the facts, seems not 
jonly unsatisfactory, but very singular and 
I unaccountable; for it is certainly known to 
to him that these very agents, to whom he 
evidently alludes, heretofore agreed upon in 
a former conference in reference to the ex- 
change of prisooers, (one of the subjects em- 
braced in your letter to me), are now, and 
have been for some time, distinctly at issue 
on several important points.

The Supreme Court Massachusetts 
Upon the Proposed Conscription Act 
by Congress m 1814 15. 

It will be remembered that in 1814 — 15, 
it was proposed in both Houses of Congress 
to pass a sort of Conscription Law, in some 
respects dependent upon the States. The 
opinion of the Supreme Court of Massachu- 
setts was asked apon the principle Involved 
»n that proposed act, and the following is 
the reply of the Supreme Court of Massa- 
chusetts to the Governor: 
To His Excellency the Governor, and Honorable 

Council of the Commonwealth of Masiachu ■ 

setts: 

The nnd ersigned Justices of the Supreme 
Judicial Court have considered the several, 
questions proposed by your Excellency and" 
Honors for their opinion. 

By theSConstitution of this State the au- 
thority of commanding the mailitia of the 
Commonwealth is vested exclusively in the 
Governor, who has all the powars incident 
to the office of Commander-in-Chief, and is 
to exercise them personally, or by subordi- 
nate officers under bis command, agreeably 
to the rules and regulations of the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the land 

While the Governor of the Commonwealth 
remained in the exercise of these powers, 
the Federal Constitution was ratified, by 
which was vested in the Congress a power 
for calling forth the militia, to execute the 
laws of the Union, suppress insurrections 
and repel Invasions; and to provide for gov- 
erning such part of them as may be employ- 
1 : n the service of the United States, re-

My whole process is, in one word, to place 
this war on the same footing of such as are 
waged by civilized people in modern times, 
and to divest it of the savage character 
which has been impressod on it by pur en- 
emies, in spite of all our efforts and protests. 
War is full enough of unavoidable horrors, 
under all its aspects, to justify, and even to 
demand, of any Christian ruler who may be 
unhappily engaged in carrying it on, to seek 
to restrict its calamities, and to divest it of 
all uonecessarv severities. You will en- 
deavor to establish the cartel for the ex- 
change of prisoners on such a basis as to 
avoid theconstant difficulties and complaints 
which arise, and to prevent, for the future, 
what we deem the unfair conduct of our 
enemies in evading the delivery of the 
prisooers who fall into their hands; in re- 
tarding it by sending them on circuitous 
routes; and by detaining them, sometimes 
for months, in camps and prisons, and in 
persisting in taking captivesnon-combatants. 

Your attention is also c dl«d to the un- 
heard of conduct of Federal officers in driv- 
ing from tbeir homes entire communities of 
women and children, as well as of men, 
whom tbey find in districts occupied by their 
troops, for no other reason than because these 
unfortunates are faithful to the allegiance 
due to their States, and refuse to take an 
oath of fidelity to their enemies. 

The putting to death of unarmed prison- 
ers has been a ground of just complaint in 
more than one instance, and the recent ex- 
ecution of officers of our army in Kentucky, 



and cogent reasons set forth in your letter of 
instructions to me, to see if these differences 
could not be removed, and if a clearer un- 
derstanding between the parties as to the 
genoral conduct of the war could not be ar- 
rived at before this extreme measure should 
be resorted to by either party, was no less in 
aocordance with the dictates of humanity 
than in conformity with the usages of bellig- 
erents in modern times. 

Deeply impressed as I was with these 
views and feelings, in undertaking the mis- 
sion, and asking the conference, I can ex- 
preps my profound regret at the result of the 
effort made to obtain it, and I can but enter- 
tain the belief that if the conference sought 
had been granted, mutual good could have 
been effected by it; and if this war, so un- 
natural, so unjust, so unchristian, nnd sa in- 
consistent with every fundamental principle 
of American Constitutional liberty, "must 
needs" continue to be waged against us, that 
at least so mo of its severer horrors, which 
now so imminently threaten, might have 
been avoided.

pointment of officers. Tbe Federal Con- 
stitution further provides that the President 
shall be Commander-in-chief of the army 
oTthe United States, and of the militia of 
the several States when called into the act- 
ual service of the United States. 

On the construction of the Federal and 
State Constitutions must depend the an- 
swers to the several questions proposed. As 
the militia of the several States may be em- 
ployed in the service of the United States 
for the three specific purposes of execution 
the laws of the Union of suppressing insur- 
rections and repelling invasions, the opinion 
of the judges is requested, whether tbe 
Commanders-in-chief of the militia of the 
several States have a rigb* to determine 
whether any of the exigencies aforesaid ex- 
ist, so as to require them to place the mili- 
tia, or any part of it, in the service of the 
United States, at the request of the Presi- 
dent, to be commanded by him pursuant to 
acts of Congress. 

It is the opinion of the undersigned that 
this right is invested in tbe Commander-in- 
chief of the militia in the several States. 

The Federal Constitution provides that 
when cither of these exigencies exist, the 
militia may be employed, pursuant to some 
act of Congress, in the service of the United 
States; but no power is given, either to the 
President or to tbe Congress, to determine 
that either of the said exigencies does in 
fact exist. As this power is not delegated | 
to the United States by the Federal Consti- 
tution, nor prohibited by it to the States, it 
is reserved to the States respectively; and 
from the nature of tbe power, it must be 
exercised by those with whom the States 
have respectively intrusted the chief com- 
mand of the militia. 

It is the duty of these commanders to 
execute the important trust agreeable to the 
laws of their several States respectively, 
without reference to tbe laws or officers of 
the United States, in all cases except those 
specially provided for in the Federal Con- 
stitution. 'They must, therefore, determine 
whether either of the spec'al causes exists, 
obliging them to relinquish tbe execution 
of this trust, and to render themselves and 
the militia subject to the command of the 
President. 

A different construction, giving to Con- 
gress the right to determine when those 
special cases exist, authorizing them to call 
forth the whole of the militia, and taking 
them from the commanders-in-chief of the 
several States and subjecting them to the 
command of tbe President, would place all 
tho militia in effect at the will of Congress, 
and produce a military consolidation of the 
States, without any constitutional remedy 
against the intentions of the people when 
ratifying the Federal Constitution. Indeed 
since the passing of the aot of Congress of 
February 28, 1793, vesting in the President 
the power of calling forth the mUitia, when 
the exigencies mentioned in tbeConstitution 
shall exist; if the President has power of 
determining when those exigencies exist, 
the militia of tbe several States is in fact at 
his command, and subject to bis control. 

No inconveninces can reasonably be pre- 
sumed to result from the construction which 
vests in the commanders-in-chief of the 
militia in tbe several States the rights of 
determining when the exigencies exist obli- 
ging them to place the militia in tbe ser- 
vice of the United States. These exigencies 
are of such a nature that the existence of 
them can be easily ascertained by, and made 
known to, the commanders-in-chief of the 
militia; and when ascertained, the public 
interest will induce a prompt obedience to 
the acts of Congress. 

Another question proposed for the con- 
sideration of the Justices is, whether, when 
either of tbe exigencies exist, authorizing 
the employment of the militia in the ser- 
vice of the United States, the militia thus 
employed can be lawfully commanded by 
any officer but of tbe militia, except by the 
President of the United States. 

The Federal Constitution declares that 
tha President shall be Commander-in-chief 
of the Army of the United States. He 
may, undoubtedly, exercise the command 
by officers of the Army of the United States, 

by him commissioned according to law. 

The President is also declared to be the 
Commander-in-chief of the militia of the 
several States when called into the actual 
service of the United States.. The officers 
of the militia are to be appointed by tbe 
States, and the President may exorcise his 
command of the militia by tbe officers of 
tbe militia duly appointed. But we know 
of no constitutional provision authorizing 
any officer of the Army of the United States 
to command the militia, or any officer of 
the militia to command the Army of the 
United States; The Congress may 



laws for the government of the militia, when 
in actual service; but to extend this power 
to the placing them under command of en 

officer not of the, militia, except the Presi- 
dent, would render nugatorv the provision, 
that the militia are to have'offioers appoint- 
ed by the States. 

Tbe union of tha militia in the actual ser- 
vice of the United States, with tbe troops 
of the United States, so as to form one army, 
seems to be a case not provided for or con- 
templated in the Constitution. It was not, 
therefore, in our department to determine 
on whom the command wonld devolve In 
such an emergency, in tbe absence of the 
President. Whether one officer, either of 
the militia or of the array of the United 
States, to be settled according to military 
rank, should command the whole; whether 
the corps must be commanded by their re- 
spective officers, acting in concert as allied 
forces; or what other expedient should be 
adopted — are questions to be answered by 
others. 

The undersigned regret that the distance 
of the other Justices of the Supreme Judi- 
cial Court renders it impracticable to obtain 
their opinions seasonably upon the questions 
submitted.

Death of John ft 

The Hon. John J. Crittenden died at 
bis residence in Frankfort, on the 26th, at 
' the age of 77, without pain and in full pos- 
session of bis faculties, suffering no disease 
bnt general debility — "at length the weary 
wheels of life stood still." A memoir of 
the life of this eminently distinguished citi 
zen, who began his public career as an Aid 
of Gov.|8helby in tbe campaign of 1813, 50 
yean ago, and has since filled many im- 
portant stations, cannot but be interesting to 
tbe public. His first appearance in political 
life, was as a Representative from Christian 
or Logan county, Speaker of the- House, U 
8. Senator 1817, resigned 1819, then re- 
moving to Frankfort, to enlarge bis law 
practice, returned to the Legislature dnriog 
the hot contests of the Relief and Anti-Re- 
lief parties. President of the Common- 
wealth's Bank, U. S. Attorney for the Dis- 
trict of Kentucky, nominated by John Q. 
Adams as a Jndge of the Supreme Court of 
the United Statea but Jackson succeeding 
the nominstion was withdrawn in favor of 
John McLean, then Senator of the United 
8tates from 1835 to 1841, then Attorney 
General of the United States, which here- 
signed under Tyler, Senator again from 
1843 to 1848, then Governor till 1850, At- 
torney General again under Fillmore till 
1853, Senator again till 1861, when be was 
elected a Representative in Congress, and 
waaa candidate for re-election, without op- 
position, when overtaken by death. He 
had enjoyed no less than six, if not seven 
different elections to the United States 
Senate, an honor oftener conferred oi: him 
than on any other member of that illustrio u* 
bod v. 

Mr. Cbittkxdev waa born in Woodford 
County, Ky., then a part of the State of 
V.rginia, in 1785, and was educated at 
William and Mary College, Va. He atudied 
law under the late Hon. George M. Bibb 
who early predicted the subsequent emi- 
nence of his pupil. A review ot tbe in- 
dividual character and publio conduct of

Impobtaht Order in Regard to thl Im- 
pressment of Private Property.- -Colonel 
TbomesL. young, of the U8n Ohio Volun- 
teers, commanding at Paris, Ky., has issued 
an order instructing officers commanding de- 
tachments of his regiment, at the different 
stationa on the line of the Kentucky Central 
Railroad, to strictly observe tbe followiog 
rules in impressing private property for pub- 
lio or military purposes: 

"1. The property (negroes, oxen, timber 
for fortifications, wood for fuel, corn, hay, 
oats, &c ) of loyal Union men will not be 
impressed except in cases of absolute n >ces- 
sitv,.and then only under written authority 
from headquarters. 

"2. Whenever it becomes necessary to 
impress private property for military pur- 
poses, it must be the property of sympa- 
thizers with tbe rebellion, and tboee wbo 
are opposed to furnishing any men or money 
toward sustaining tbe Government from 
destruction by armed traitors 

"3. In accordance with existing orders, 
vouohers will in all cases be given; but 
when presented at these headquarters for 
approval, by men whose loyalty ia doubted, 
they will be indorsed, 'To be paid at tbe 
end of tbe war, or when the claimant shall 
establish his loyalty to the satisfaction ol 
the Government.' 

"4. It is not the purpose of this order to 
confer upon commanders of detachments 
greater powers of impressment than they al- 
ready possess under existing orders, but sim- 
ply to correct misapprehensions on the sub- 
ject, and to guide tbem in tbe proper per- 
formance of tbeir duty." 

The Paris Otfym, in an editoral, com- 
menting on tbe foresoing order, says that 
all who vote for Charles A. Wickliffe. the 
Democratic candidate for Governoi of Ken- 
tucky, will be classed with Southern rebel*, 
aod their property will accordingly be im- 
pressed when occasion arises under military 
necessity.

V. For all property seized or impressed, 
proper and regular vouchers will be given, 
with indorsement as to the loyalty or dis- 
loyalty of the owner of the property.

Our troubles here seem 
creese. We have occasional 
of quiet, and then again assassinations, burn- 
ings end plunder are renewed with violence.

But theseout 
rages are committed of nights and tbe per- 
petrators are seldom if ever actually known 
except by their ferocious deeds of theft and 
murder. Theseoutrages are of almost daily 
occurrence in some part of this county and 
in fact in every county in tbe State. Day 
by day, tbe country is becoming more im- 
poverished, and I see no hope of amend- 
ment. 

We are suffering here from drouth. No 
rain has fallen for more than a month. — 
Wheat was nearly an entire failure. Corn 
will be short and so will tobacco. Meadows 
were thin Rye good, oats bad. We are 
getting along aa well as our neighbors. I 
lost 16 acres of wheat thisyesr bv thechiotz 
bugs snd my corn is much injured by them. 
My tobacco is doing well. We have to hire 
our help*. Negroes cannot be had. Tbey 
own their masters now. On the whole the 
cream is on tbe bottem here now and the 
whey on top. Tbe worst class and the 
worst influences rule. We would gladly 
leave if we knew where things were better 
with a prospect of their staying so.

Tbe Times special says that the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue has decided that 
a certificate of exemption for those wbo 
have been drafted and have furnished a sub- 
stitute, under the Conscription act, beiug ex- 
pressly required by law to be issued by a 
Board or Enrollment, is exempt from stamp 
duty. Any certificate that may be issued 
by a magistrate in conrtectrbn with proceed- 
ings under the Conscription act, is subject 
to a stamp duty of five cents.

A dispatch, dsted Martin, Mississippi, 
July 20'h, states that all general and field 
officers taken at Vieksbnrg bad been ex- 
chaged, but their men bad strangled so that 
they were without commands.

Steamer Boston Burned. — Capt. Wash. 
Honshu!!'* elegant side-wheel steamer Bos- 
ton, plying between Cincinnati and Big 
Sandy, was burned to tbe water's edge on 
Saturday evening, and sunk. The boat and 
cargo is a total loss. Tbe Boston was bound 
up, and thronged with passengers and full 
Of freight including a small amount of Gov- 
ernment stores. The fire originated in the 
hold. Tbe accident occured at Franklin 
Furnace Landing, fourteen miles above 
Portsmouth. She lies sunk on the Ken- 
tucky shore opposite that point. All the 
passengers, including many ladies, escaped. 
No lives were lost. Tbe White Rose and 
Monsoon came along while the Boston was 
burning, but could render her no assistance, 
except in providing for tbe passengers. — 
The passengers lost nearly all their baggage. 
The books and papers of tbe boat were also 
l-^st. The Boston was built in Cincinnati in 
1856, and bad capacity for five hundred 
toes. She belonged to the Cincinnati and 
Big Sandy Packet Company. Her owners, 
we understand, were offered and refused 
$45,000 for tbe Boston, several months 
since. She was insured in this cit v for $ 18 - 
000. The new steamer Sciota No. 2 will 
take the place of the Boston in the Big 

Sandy trade for tbe present— Cin. Com.

Through ail the history of the 
contest for liberty, Executive power has 
been regarded as a lion that must be caged. 
80 far from being the object of enlightened 
popular trust— 10 far from being considered 
the natural, protection of popular right — it 
baa bean dreaded as the great object of 
danger.' 

Oar security is oar watchfulness of Exec- 
utive power. It was the constitution of this 
department which was infinitely the most 
difficult part in the great work o f erecting 
our Government. To give to the Executive 
tucb power as should make it nsa/ol, and 
yet not dangerous — efficient, independent, 
strong, and yet prevent it from sweeping 
away every thing by its military and civil 
power, by the influence of patronage and 
frvor— tbfs, Indeed, was difficult. Tbey who 
had the work to do saw this difficulty, and 
we see it. 

If We would maintain our system, we 
■ball act wisely, by preserving every re- 
ry guarantee the Constitation has 



fttn*u£ ha^done aU^can do^aLd^n 
tbey can do, it will be well for us and them, 
if the Executive, by the power of patronage 
and party, shall not prove an overmatch (or 
sll other branches of the Goveromeari I 
will not acquiesce in tbe reversal of all just 
ideas of Government.

I 
will not blindly confide, when all experi- 
ence admonishes to be jealous. I will not 
trust Executive power, vested in a single 
magistrate, to keep the vigils of libertj . —

step. Whether the consequence be pre- 
judicial or not, if there be an illegal exer- 
cise of power it must be resisted in the pro- 
per manner. We are not to wait till great 
mischief comes, till the Government is over- 
thrown, or liberty itself put in extreme jeo- 
-Jy. We would be unworthy sons of our 
1 we so to regard question affect- 



ing freedom. 







Acts vob thk Consideration of all Pa- 
triots. — M. D. Conway, a leading Aboli- 
tionist, is now in London, as the authorized 
embassador of his party, empowered to say 
to Mr. Mason, the Minister of tbe Southern 
Confederacy in England. If you will abol- 
ish slavery, tbe war shall cease, and your 
independence be acknowledged. Tbe abo- 
litionists have the power to stop tbe war at 
any moment, and they will do so on these 
conditions." 

It has transpired, within a few days, that 
certain planters of Louisiana, have signi- 
fied to President Lincoln, their willingness 
to oome back into the Union, if tbey can 
have all their rights to which the Consti- 
tution entitled them before secession. Lin- 
coln says, "Nay. Louisana must have a 
new State Constitution, [with slavery left 
eut] before I will make terms with her." 

So it is seen, that tbe Abolition of Sla- 
very, and not the restoration of tbe Union, 
fs the real purpose of the Republican par- 
ty. They are willing to divide tbe Union, 
of slavery is abolished. They are unwilling 
to restore it, if Slavery be not abolished.

A PROCLAMATION. 

It has pleased Almighty God to hearken 
to tbe supplications and prayers of an afflict- 
ed people, and to vouchsafe to tbe Army and 
Navy of the United States victories on land 
and on tbe sea so signal and so effective as 
to furnish reasonable ground for augmented 
confidence that the Union of these States 
will be maintained, their Constitution pre- 
served, and their peace and prosperty per- 
maneatly restored. But these victories have 
been accorded cot without sacrifices of life, 
limb, health, and liberty, incurred by brave, 
loyal and patriotic citizens. Domestic af- 
fliction in every part of the country follows 
in tbe train of these fearful bereavements. 
It is meet and right to recognize and confess 
tbe presence of tbe Almighty Father and 
the power of His Hand equally in these tri- 
umphs and in there sorrows. 

Now, therefore, be it known that I do set 
apart Thursday, the 6th day of August next, 
to be observed as a day of National Thanks- 
giving, Praise, aDd Prayer, and invite the 
People of the United States to assemble on 
that occasion in their customary places o f 
worship, and, in the forms approved by 
their own consciences, render tbe homage 
due to the Divine Majesty for the wonder- 
ful things he has done in the Nation's be- 
half, and invoke the influence of his Holy 
Spirit to subdue the anger which has pro- 
duced and so long sustained a needless and 
cruel rebellion, to change the hearts of tbe 
insurgents, to guide tbe counsels of the Gov- 
ernment with wisdom adequate so great a 
national emergency, and to visit with tender 
care and consolation throughout the length 
and breadth of our land all those who, 
through tbe vicissitudes of marches, voyage?, 
battles and sieges, have been brought to suf- 
fer in mind, body or estate and finally to 
lead tbe whole nation, through the paths of 
repentance and submission to the Divine 
Will, back to perfect enjoyment of union 
and fraternal peace.

oitisen of this State who shall enter into 
the service of the so called Confederate 
States, in either a civil or military capacity, 
or into the service of tbe so-called Provision- 
al Government of Kentucky, in either a civil 
or military capacity, or having heretofore 
entered such service of either the Confeder- 
ate States or Provisional Government, shall 
continue in such service after this act takes 
effect, or shnll take up or continue in arms 
against the military forces of the United 
States or tbe State of Kentucky, or shall 
give voluntary aid an assistance to those in 
anas against said forces, shall be deemed to 
have expatriated himself, and shell no lon- 
ger be a citizen; except by permission of the 
Legislature, by a general or speoial statute. 

{2. That whenever a person attempts, or 
{•"called on to exercise any of the constitu- 
tional or legal rights and privileges belong- 
ing only to citizens of Kentucky, he may be 
required to negative on oath the expatria- 
tion provided in the first section of this act, 
and upon his failure or refusal to do so, shall 
not be permitted to exercise any such right 
or privilege.

The Raleigh Standard is in favor of a re- 
construction of the Union, and thinks the 
probable terms of reconstruction between the 
North and South will be the adoption of a 
gradual emancipation system by all the 
rebellious States, which North Carolina, in 
common with the other slave States, will 
accept, if tbe Federal Government insists on 
the same, as the only terms that can be 
granted, notwithstanding the life of the in- 
stitution is not in the least impaired by the 
war, as is generally believed at the North. 

Nothing but a great standing army be- 
tween the masters and slaves could impair 
tbe institution, over which is thrown the 
shield of State and municipal laws, together 
with the inherent will of the Southern peo- 
ple; hence these terms are tbe cheapest tbe 
Government can offer, and the best the 
South can accept^ 

The Wilmington Journal, an original So- 
cession sheet, in speaking of tbe assembling 
of the North Carolina Legislature, upon the 
call of Governor Vance, ostensibly to con- 
sider the question of the Confederate cur- 
rency, charges that otber and more impor- 
tant objects occasion tbe called session. It 
bitterly denounces the Reconstruction Ists as 
intending to use the Legislature as a means 
of accomplishing other purposes. 

The Raleigh State Journal ulleges the dis- 
covery of a secret political organization, 
whose purposes are most infamous and trea- 
sonable, which has, doubtless, ramifications 
throughout the State, and says that develop- 
ments may swiftly be made which will 
startle the moat apothetic.
